AUSFRALIAN COAL FOR JAPAN, 
& PROJECT BY THE MITSUI FInM. 


It is reported that, taking advantage of 
tho Navigation Encoursgemsnt Law, the 
Mitaui firm is considering tho advisability 
of opening » steamship Ling of ita own be- 
twoen Japan and ‘Australia, the immediate 
object bemy to import from the latter coun- 
try a supply of coal, which ia at present 
adyancing in prica” A certain gentle- 
nian well up in tho trade has this to eay 
on the eal situation:  The-high price 
of coal at present makes ‘it —aetuall: 
difficult te carry ou many industries whieh 
aro in “need of more and mors - coal, 
and it will be a good.thing to let the im- 
ported coal compete with the home product. 
At tho same time, owing to the coal strikes 
three or four years ngo in England und 
about a year ago i Australia, there is a 
goncral shortage in the supply of ‘coal 
abroad ; in fact, so much so that our 
own eons aro being exported through 
foreigners, whose agents mre buying 
then in Yokohama and Kyushu at pretty 
high figures. Besides, it is a fact that tho 
Hokkaido Coal Mine Railway Co, is nego- 
tiating with M.M. Co, for the -snle of its 
Yubari coal, to be delivered at Singaporp, 
at four yen more per ton than: last yeur, 
Under: the _ circumstances, it is. hard 
to foretell how the Mitsui’s Austrabiun 
scheme will work, At all events, it id ex- 
tremely doubtful “if they will ‘be sble 
ty unteraell the product. Tt may be 
supposed that the finn ecalelates upon 
defraying half of. tho froivht’ charge out 
of the Kneounwement subsidy ond then’ 
selling the coal al the prevailing price, as 
they wall be hble to retsin a good soargin for 
themselves by se domg.
